An election challenge has been

A public hearing on the challenge 
will be held at 4:30 p.m. today in the 
Madison County clerk's office in the 
county courthouse at Edwardsville 
At the hearing, the city’s elections 
board will study Fisk’s contention 
that some of the signatures: on 
Herzing’s petition are not the 
signatures of registered voters’ in 
that ward 

The city elections board is made 
up of the mayor as chairman and the 
city clerk and the council's senior 
alderman, Sam Whitmer of the 
Second Ward 

Fisk is a holdover member of the 
council and will not face re-election 
for two more y but said he felt 
Herzing'’s petition should be 
challenged because numerous 
names on the petition are not on the 
latest available voter registration 
list supplied by County Clerk Evelyn 
Bowles. That list was released Oct 
22, 1980, prior to the November 
general election 

Fisk said he filed the objection as 
a citizen after he found 57 signatures 
on Herzing’s petition which were not

on the registration list 
If it is discovered that the 57 have 
not registered since the October list 
was prepared, “It would cut Mr 
Herzing to about half of the number

— GC insurance study 


A better fire rating for Granite City, 
which could reduce the fire insurance 
premiums for all city residents, is the 
goal of a classification survey the 
Insurance Service Office of Illinois 
(ISO). Chicago, has agreed to conduct 
in the near future. 

The Granite City Council was told 
Tuesday night in a letter from Maryin 
L. Austin, supervisor of public 
protection for the ISO, that a request by 
the city for a new classification study 
has been considered and granted, based 
upon improvements in the fire 
department, new fire fighting equip 
ment, additional fire hydrants and an 
updated electrical code and inspection 
program 

The ISO agrees that the changes “are 
sufficient in scope to warrant a review 
evaluation survey by’ this office; 
Austin said in the letter 

He added, “Therefore, we have listed 
the city for an early survey, which will 
be conducted as soon as our present 
work schedule will permit.” 

Austin, requested that city personnel 


complete enclosed information sheet 
and some forms related to the fire 
improvements in the city to assist the 
inspectors when they arrive in Granite 
City for their survey 

“The purpose of this visit is to gather 
information needed to determine a fire 
insurance classification which m 
used to develop fire insurance cos 
is not for property loss prevention or 
life safety purposes and no life safety or 
property loss prevention recom 
mendations will be made,’! the letter 
explained. 

‘The survey was granted in response 
to a Jan. 12 letter from Mayor Paul 
Schuler to Austin, detailing im 
provements the city has made in recent 
years, including actions taken to 
comply with the recommendations the 
ISO made in March 1977 

Improvements since that time, ac 
cording to Schuler’s letter, included the 
replacement of the 1954 and 1964 
pumpers with a new tele-squirt truck, a 
survey of the fire department which 

sulted in the city’s Class 6 insurance 


rating being kept 

Six men have been added to the fire 

department work force since March, 
enabling the city to have 12 men on 
plys shift commanders, at all 

‘Three new pumpers, the tele-squirt 
truck and the aerial truck have 
replaced two older pumpers and the 
city now has four engine companies 
and two ladder companies, complying 
with the 1977 recommendations of the 
ISO. 

Training for firemen has been up- 
dated and daily records of training and 
record keeping suggested in 1977 are 
being complied with 

The city’s building inspection 
program has been improved in line with 
the ISO’s recommendations and ‘the 
city’s electrical code is in the process of 
being updated 

An ordinance also has been approved 
defining the limits of the fire district, 
Schuler's request for re-evaluation

Nameoki tap-on fund at issue 


Pontoon Beach officials are angry 
over the sudden decision of Nameoki 
Township officials excluding the village 
from the sewer. tap-6n financial aid 
package and Qare attempting to for- 
mulate a village program before the 
new sewers are opened to residents. 

Last week, Nameoki Township 
Supervisor Harold Davis told the Press- 
Record that the township will pay up to 
$300 to qualifying low-income families 
to help pay for their sewer. tap-ons, 
under a $40,000 program financed by a 
Community Development grant 

However, Davis contended, there is 
not enough money for all of the an. 
ticipated requests, so Pontoon Beach 
has been excluded, because the village 
could have applied for its own grant, 
but failed to do so. 

Village Board 
President Paul Bennett said he met 
informally with several of the village 
trustees early during the weekend and 
said most were ‘furious’ with the

Bennett said the township obtained 
the money by transferring’it from a 
grant for housing rehabilitation 
projects township-wide, including 
P ‘-on Beach.

Since that 
is only a drop in the bucket of what we 
need to build the type of center we 
want, I have asked her to request a

A report to the Board of 
Education on Tuesday night 
noted that 49 schools within 
an Illinois radius of 100 miles 
of Granite City were con- 
tacted and 40 responded; 

Thirty-one high schools 
are not interested in par- 
ticipating in it as an in- 
terscholastic sport.

Seek year's delay on 
further state tax cuts 


In his annual “‘state of the 
state” address to legislators 
Tuesday, Governor James 
R. Thompson said, ‘‘The 
inflation, rising 
welfare rolls and tax relief 
measures already on our 
books will dictate a 
minimum demand for $600 
million in new spending next 
year — $200 million more. 
than the new revenues we 
expect 

That $600 million demand 
is a bare minimum. 

“It assumes, for example, 
that we can hold aggregate 
executive department 
operating costs to no more 
than five percent growth — 
less than half the rate of 
inflation — which my budget 
will propose we do 

“It also assumes that new 
spending for all of education 
can be held to that same five 
percent growth level 
which would mean cutting 
the combined requests for 
new funds by the Boards of 
Education and Higher 
Education in half,’’ the 
governor, told the 82nd 
General Assembly. 

Either we make up that 
minimum $200 million 
shortfall cutting base 
spending deferring or 
limiting taxrelief. . . raising 
taxes or going bankrupt 

*We may have to consider 
a one-year rollback of Phase 
Two of the sales tax 
reduction -on — business 
equipment and machinery 

This would increase our 
revenues by about $140 
million, but still give job- 
producing business and 
industries $132 million in 
sales tax relief next year 
which is, incidentally, $33 
million more than anybody 
anticipated for th 
when the law was 

We also may have to 
consider deferring, for 
another year, the removal of 
the third penny from the 
statewide sales tax on food 
and drugs. 

‘This would avert the loss 
of $40 million in revenues

‘Prison industries 
program improves 


By JOAN MURARO 


SPRINGFIELD — The 
often-embattled Illinois pris- 
on industries program ap- 
pears to be turning around, 
according to its administra- 
tor, Howard Skolnik. So far 
the operation has cut losses 
by $600,000 to $700,000, cut 
operating costs by a quarter- 
million dollars, boosted pro- 
ductivity and managed to 
meet several tight produc- 
tion deadlines, he said. 

A $125,000 grant to the 
program from the Law En- 
forcement AssiStance Ad- 
ministration (LEAA) recent- 
ly received by the Correc- 
tions Department will be 
used, Skolnik said, to further 
the “Free Venture” shops 
whigh have already received 
two prior. grants for set-up 
and operation. Those shops 
include the mattress-making 
plant at Joliet, the data 
entry program there and the 
new auto repair operation at 
Joliet, as well as furniture 
refinishing plants at the.cen- 
ters at Logan and Sheridan. 

Part of the money, Skolnik 
said, will be used to hire ci- 
vilian sales staff to bring to 


five the total such salesmen - 


working for prison indus- 
tries. “Part of the problem 
in the past,” Skolnik said, “is 
that records are lacking so 
we can't tell if an item didn’t 
sell because there wasn't a 
market for it, or if it just 
wasn’t marketed right. 
We're trying now to find out 
the real situation for some 
of our products, and we have 
started setting up a job cost 
system that, for the first 
time, will tell us what it ac- 
tually costs to make a prod- 
ucf, as well as giving us our 
first really good, constant 
control over inventory.” 

Presently, Skolnik said, 
there are about 611 inmates 
on. the payroll of prison in- 
dugtries. He said the indus- 
tries received a major boost 
recently through orders for 
equipment for the new pris- 
ons ‘at Centralia and Hills- 
bord, both now nearing com- 
pletion.

At Stateville, he said, the 
furniture factory increased 
productivity 800 percent 
over its last five-year aver- 
age. Office furniture for the 
new prisons was ordered 
there, he said, and inmate 
worker numbers were in- 
creased to 65 in order to 
meet the six-month deadline 

"They did it, too,” he said, 
“with a minimum of over- 
time. We used a system of 
percentage-of-sale bonuses, 
so the more they produced 
the more they made, and 
that seemed to work.” Aver- 
age wage at the furniture 
factory was 50 cents an 
hour, but addition of the 
bonus permitted some in- 
mates to earn an additional 
$20 to $30 a month, he said. 

An extra shift is still 
working at the metal shop at 
the Pontiac prison, he said, 
turning out cell bunks and 
some other metal furniture 
for the new prisons ‘under 
construction. They also met 
tight deadlines, he said, 
“though it put a lot of pres- 
sure on everybody, they han- 
dled it very well.” 

Overall, Skolnik said, the 
market picture in prison in- 
dustries appears to be 
changing. 

“Traditionally,” he said, 
“if you ordered’a desk, you 
understood it would take six 
to nine months to get it. We 
have gotten to a point where, 
for most items, we can make 
delivery within 60 days, and 
on a lot of items there is al- 
ready a stock waiting, so you 
order a desk today, we can 
ship it to you tomorrow 

Basically, he said, “we 
haven't solyed all the prob- 
lems yet, but if things keep 
going as they have, we 
should be on our feet by the 
end of this fiscal year.” Re- 
cent problems with auditing 
and record-keeping proce- 
dures, which drew criticism 
of the program in the past, 
have largely been corrected 
and recommended book- 
keeping and in-house audit- 
ing procedures have largely 
been adopted, Skolnik said

Contract 
for Arch 
tram rides 


The Bi-State Development 
Agency board on Wednesda 
awarded a two-year contra 
to St. Louis Usher Service, 
Inc., for operation of the 
Gateway | Arch _ tran- 
sportation ‘facility in the 
Jefferson National 
=xpansion Memorial 

Under the $486,806 
tract, St. Louis Usher will 
provide the personnel 
necessary to supervise and 
operate the tram system 
inside the Arch. 

Bi-State issued bonds to 
build the tram system in 1962 
when no funds were 
available from other sour 
ces. Since that time, the 
agency has’ operated the 
system under an agreement 
with the National Park 
Service. 

All operating revenue, in 
excess of operating ex 
penses, administrat 
costs, interest and principal 
‘on the bonds, goes to the 
further development of the 
Jefferson National 
=xpansion Memorial 
During the 1979-80 fiscal 
year, the agency cornmitted 
$350,000 to renovation of the 
Old Courthouse in downtown 
St. Louis. 

Since Bi-State first opened 
the transportation system in 
the 630-foot-tall Arch in 1967, 
more than 11 million persons 
have taken the tram ride to 
the top 

The Bi-State board also 
approved a resolution to 
terminate Robert R. Wright, 
Inc., as contractor for 
renovation of the Christian 
Peper Tobacco complex in 
Laclede's Landing. 

The bonding company for 
the project, Insurance 
Company of North America 
will assume responsibility 
for completion of the job 
through a construction 
manager or general con- 
tractor. 

The termination, under the 
contract’s default clause, 
may result in about a one- 
month extension of the 
completion date, which is 
now projected to be the end 
of April. The new agency 
headquarters is to be oc- 
cupied in June 

Charles G. Houghton, 
executive director of the 
agency, said, ‘This action, 
while unfortunate, is 
necessary to'ensure that Bi- 
State gains the full economic 
benefits anticipated through 
the renovation. 

“Any extended con- 
struction period would have 
reduced the dollar savings 
expected through  con- 
solidation of the 
management of staff into one 
headquarters location. 

“An orderly transition will 
occur without the necessity 
of rebidding or approval 
from the funding sources, 
since terms of the $4.6 
million contract’ give the 
bonding cornpany the right 
and obligation to correct the 
default.”

Sangmeister plans 
tax system proposal 


By RAY SERATI 


SPRINGFIELD For 
some time members of the 
General Assembly as well as 
state officials have tried to 
devise plans to stimulate the 
growth of local businesses 
and industries. 

Everyone, regardless of 
politics, in recent months 
has agreed that the matter 
centers around taxes basi- 
cally. But the problem is 
how would ggvernment go 
about making changes in the 
tax system? 


Sen. George E. Sangmeis- 
ter thinks he may have a 
proposal that could lead to 
the solution, at least on a 
local basis. 

The Mokena Democrat 
has prefiled a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment 
which would allow a defer- 
ral of up to 10 years in local 


property taxes for expansion 
or the relocation of indus- 
tries within a given taxing 
district. It would be up to the 
local taxing district to give 
approval of the deferral. 

In an effort to get some 
local input from the voters, 
Sangmeister has decided to 
make the change in the form 
of a constitutional amend- 
ment. If the proposal is pre- 
sented on the ballot, it would 
give the voters a chance to 
express their viewpoint on 
the matter. 


He has pre-filed the pro- 
posal for the 82nd General 
Assembly which starts on 
Jan. 14. That means it will 
have a head start in the 
printing process but it will 
have to go through the com- 
mittee hearing process. in 
the Senate. If it wins approv- 
al in the committee, it will 
then be sent to the floor of 


the Senate for a vote. The 
eritire process. will have to 
be repeated in the House. 

Sangmeister is hopeful 
that the proposal will be 
ready for the 1982 elections. 
Since the legislative sessions 
cover a two-year period here 
is a possibility that final leg- 
islative approval maynot 
come until the early part of 
1982. That would give the 
amendment, assuming it 
wins legislative approval, 
enough time for the Novem- 
ber general elections of that 
year 

Early indications are that 
several constitutional pro- 
posals may be made dealing 
with taxes. Sangmeister will 
have to guard against the 
possibility of his proposal 
being messed with another 
tax proposal, assuming he 
would want his pian to get 
before the voters intact.

‘House arrest’ 


pleases lawmaker

SPRINGFIELD Sen 
John E. Grotberg is more 
than just mildly happy that 
judges are using his so 
called “house arrest” law 

In 1979, Grotberg intro- 
duced a bill in the Le 
ture providing for the new 
type of sentencing. The bill 
passed the Legislature and it 
was signed into law by Gov. 
James R. Thompson 

Ata meeting of a commit 
tee dealing with prisons and 
jails Grotberg was told that 
as many as 19 judges have 
used the new type of sen- 
tencing.

The senator pointed: out 
that this year “will be a tight 
budget year” and it could be 
helpful in holding down 
ever-increasing prison costs. 

Under provisions of’ the 
new law, anyone convicted 
of a probationable offense 
could be made to serve the 
sentence at home or a place 
designated by the court 
other than a prison. The law 


he 


also permits the judge to ap- 
point someone to make sure 
the individual meets terms 
of the probation sentencing 
The judge may also set 
hours when an individual 
might leave the place of con- 
finement. For example, the 
individual ‘could leave the 
area of confinement for 
work. 

Grotberg feels that 
program will get wider 
in the near future. 

In the area of court proba 
tion, Grotberg feels a better 
reporting. system will be 
needed. 

“But we shouldn't build an 
entire bureaucracy for pro- 
bation,” he said 

The St. Charles Republi- 
can feels that. a system 
should be worked out where- 
by the courts and regular 
probation officer would be 
able to deputize private 
agency workers. 

“These people work. the 
streets and know what is 
happening,” Grotberg said, 

but as of now they are in a 
position that they can do 
nothing. They need authority 
by which to report.” 

By reporting, Grotberg 
means that employees of 
private agencies would be. 
able to help keep tabs on 
persons placed on. probation 
by the courts. 

He expects legislation ‘in 
the 82nd General Assembly 
in this area.

In 1894 an English col | 
miner, Alfred W. Palmer, 
got a U.S. patent for an 
offshore drilling tower se- 
cured to the sea bed by a 
cable-and-anchor system.

But this time the search will 
be for oil — below 1,000 feet 
of water and. thousands of 
feet of sea bed. 





Granite crime rate is 
under national average 


Crime in Granite City is 
below the national average, 
Granite City Chief of Police 
Ronald J. Veizer pointed out 
Tuesday as he reviewed the 
department’s annual police 
report 

Veizer noted that in every 
major crime, category, 
except two, Granite City in 
1980 was well below crime 
the average, by population, 
than the national experience 
average in 1979, the last year 
for which figures are 
available. That national 
average is expected to be 
higher in 1980, further im- 
proving the comparison, 
Veizer said. ‘Overall, I'd 
say we're in‘ pretty good 
shape,” he concluded after 
studying the figures. 

The two categories where 
Granite City’s average was 
higher than the 1979 national 
average, murder and 
aggravated assault, ‘are 
crimes police cannot guard 
against,” Veizer said, ex- 
plaining, “If I pulled out a 
gun right now and shot you, 
all of the officers in this 
building (the police building 
during a shift change) could 
not stop me. You just can't 
guard against murders or 
assaults,” he added, 

Nationally, an average of 
5,520.8 per each 100,000 
persons was the victim of a 
major crime in 1979, ac- 
cording to FBI statistics. 
That figure is expected to 
climb at least eight percent 
or more for 1980, but those 
figures are not yet available, 
the chief said. 

Using roughly 40,000 
persons in Granite City for 
comparison, approximately 

, 2,208 persons should ex- 
perience crimes each year 
here. With a possible eight 
percent" national increase, 
the 1980 figures are expected 
to grow to approximately 
2,384 per 100,000 persons for 
1980. 


Last year in Granite City, 
2,219 major crimes were 
reported in Granite City, 
slightly below the national 
average. The growth in 
crime between 1979 to 1980 in 
the city—three percent—is 
much below the anticipated 
eight or more percent in- 
crease nationwide 

The three percent climb is 
also well below the 18 per- 
cent increase in crime the 
nation experienced between 
1978 and 1979, Veizer said 
During that period, crime 
rose only 4.9 percent in 
Granite City, according to 
official records. 

Comparing the  ap- 
proximately 40,000 
population of Granite City to 
the crime incidence average 
of each 100,000 persons in the 
U.S. during 1979, shows the 
following results (the city’s 
population is about 40 per- 
cent of 100,000) 

Homicide-Nationally, 
of each 100,000 persons was 
murdered in 1979. Granite 
City should have ex 
perienced 40 percent of this, 
or 3.8 murders. There were 
five, considered a high 
number, but in 1979, the city 
had only three, below the 
1979 national average 
Veizer also noted that all five 
murders last year were 
cleared by arrests. 

Forcible rape-Nationally, 
there were 34.5 rapes per 
100,000 persons. Granite City 
should have experienced 
13,8, but had only seven 

Robbery and armed 
robbery-Nationally, there 
were 212 cases for each 
100,000 persons in 1979 
Granite City, by average, 
should have had 84.8. The 
city had only 27 that year and 
25 last year, well below the 
national average 

Aggravated 
tionally, 279.1 
100,000 
reported and Granite Cit 


assault-Na-

average should be 111.6. This 
category has been high for 
two years. In 1979, there 
were 312 assaults in the city 
and in 1980, there were 453. 
“A lot of police departments 
don’t report assaults. Chiefs 
have told me this. They list 
them as disorderly conducts, 
so this comparison is 
somewhat unfair,”’ Veizer 
contended. 

Burglary-Nationally, there 
were 1,499 cases per 100,000 
persons in 1979, and Granite 
City should have averaged 
599.6 cases. Only 570 were 
reported in 1980 and 519 in 
1969, 

Theft | and larceny- 
Nationally, among each 
100,000 persons, 2,988 thefts 
were reported in 1979 
Granite City, by average, 
should have 1,195 cases. 
Actually, there were only 
1,038 cases last year and 
1,035 in 1979, 

Auto theft-The national 
average showed 498.5 auto 
thefts per 100,000 persons. 
Granite City should have had 
199 cases. Actually, there 
were only 121 last year and 
185 in 1979. 

Similar results are shown 
when comparing Granite 
City’s crimes to ‘the state 
average in 1979, research 
shows. 

“It just seems unfair that 
the headlines showed crime 
in Granite City rose during 
1980, when. we are proud we 
have kept crime down to a 
three percent rise in the light 
of large national increases 
each year. 

“1 think we should stress 
that clearan pases 
were up 14 percent last year 
over 1979, not that crime was 
up only three percent,’’ 
Veizer added. 

“We have a good town here 
and crime is not on the 
rampage. I think that should 
be stressed,"’ the chief 
concluded. 


Student contributes to 
state history magazine

An article written’ by 
Larry Holder Jr., a student 
at Granite City High School 
South, appears in the 
February issue of Illinois 
History,:a magazine. for 
young people published 
monthly by the Illinois State 
Historical Library, «in 
cooperation with the Illinois 
State Historical Society. 

The February edition is 
devoted to Abraham Lincoln 
and contains a collection of 
stories dealing with different 
aspects of Lincoln’s life from 
his days as a state legislator 
through his presidency. 

The local student's article, 
titled ‘“*Internal 
Improvements for Illinois,’’ 
concentrates on the Internal 
Improvements Act of 1837, 
which resulted from the need 
for better transportation 
within the state. 

Holder writes, in part— 
“Representative Abraham 
Lincoln, a Whig member of 
the Illinois Tenth General 
Assembly, was a strong 
proponent of the Internal 
Improvements Act of 1837. 

“‘When pioneer farmers 
came to Illinois, they soon 
could produce more food 
than they needed. Efficient 
transportation was needed to 
move produce to market, 
where it could be traded for 
goods which the farmer 
needed but could not grow 

“The cost of goods was 
directly related to the cost of 
transportation which was 
usually high. A_ better 
transportation system was 
an ecoriomic necessity. 

“Some historians believe 
that Lincoln had additional 
ideas about the use of the 
Internal Improvements Act 
It is thought that in 1836 
Lincoln and the other Whigs 
from Sangamon County were 
involved in a scheme 
whereby they would help 
certain cities by routing 
railroads to them, In ex- 
change, the particular city 
would support Lincoln’s bid 
to move the state capital 
from Vandalia to 
Springfield 

“Lincoln has been been 
accused of giving Alton three 
railroads as compensation 
for not -having the capital 
located there. Recent 
historians challenge these 
accusations. Since there is 
no concrete proof, the 
charges cannot be accepted 
as fact,” Holder writes. 

He goes on to explain the 
act held out the hope of 
economic prosperity, but 


within three years had 
ruined the credit of the state 
and was the source of much 
controversy 

“The act provided that the 
improvements be financed 
by money borrowed from the 
State Bank of Illinois and 
other sources, The total cost 
of constructing the tran- 
sportation. projects, which 
included 1,341 miles of 
railroad track, was 
estimated to be nearly $10 
million, 

“The, financial prospects 
of the Internal 
Improvements Act were 
threatened by the Panic of 
1837. This panic ruined many 
banks, including those in 
Illinois. 

“The State Bank of-Ilinois 
was forced to suspend-specie 
payment, for it could not 
redeem its notes with gold 
and silver coin. Illinois law 
stated that if the State Bank 
suspended specie payments 
for more than 60 days it must 
go out of business.”” 

Holder writes—‘‘The 
legislature, attempting to 
save the internal im- 
provements system and the 
State Bank, delayed en- 
forcement of that provision 
of the law until 1840. 

“Abraham Lincoln at- 
tended the special legilative 
session in Springfield in 1840. 
When this session adjourned, 
the law requiring the State 
Bank to forfeit its charter 
would be enforced, and the 
bank would close. 

“Lincoln, Whig leader of 
the house of representatives, 
tried his best to prevent 
adjournment of the session. 
Forfeiture of the State 
Bank’s charter, he believed, 
meant an end to the plan for 
improvements in Illinois 

Holder _continues—‘*The 
Whigs planned to keep the 
legislative session alive by 
preventing a quorum. the 
number of legislators 
necessary to legally transact 
business. Without a quorum, 
the session could not ad- 
journ. 

“To prevent the quorum, 
Lincoln and several other 
Whigs jumped from the 
window of the Methodist 
Church where the session 
was being held. Lincoln had 
forgotten that he had already 
answered the roll call, and 
this effort was futile. The 
State Bank closed despite 
Lincoln's effort.’” 

Holder conclude his ar- 
ticle—‘“‘Although he was 
unable to keep the State 
Bank open long enough to 
accomplish the goals of the 


Internal Improvements Act 
of 1837, Lincoln helped to lay 
a cornerstone for our 
modern transportation 
system.” 

In researching the 
thaterial for his article, the 
South High student studied 

records and 
torical volumes, including 
Carl Sandburg's ‘‘Abraham 
Lincoln: The Pra 
and the War Year 
Illinois Fact Book and 
Historical Almanac by John 
Clayton.

Less inflation, lower taxes are top goals of Senator Percy 


By SENATOR

This is my annual report to 
Mlinoisans, During the last 
Congress, 1979-80, I made 55 
trips to Illinois for a total of 
133 days. The 99 com- 
munities visited included 
Granite City. 

The 97th Congress opened 
in January 1981 on a note of 
high expectation with a long 
agenda of challenging and 
pressing business. 

Many items remain as 
pieces of unfinished business 
from the last Congress 
other items appear as new 
entries for fresh con 
sideration. 

Regardless, the entire 
agenda will be tackled with a 
strong resolve mandated by 
the-election of a President 
with a huge plurality who 
received 90.8 percent of the 
electoral college vote 

This year for the first time 
I attended both the 
presidential electors 
meeting in the state capital 
in Springfield, when Illinois’ 
unanimous vote of 26. elec- 
tors was cast for Ronald 
Reagan, and also the an- 
nouncement of the Electoral 
College vote in the House of 
Representatives 

The.economy tops the list 
of .challenges on the 
Congressional agenda 

Double digit inflation and 


interest rates, along with an 
unacceptable level of 
unemployment, make it 
imperative that we devote 
our energies to economic 
legislation. 

This legislation should 
include a tax cut for both 
individuals and business. 

Such tax relief, which I 
have long advocated, is 
overdue. It is an important 
element in our effort to 
restore the nation’s 
economic health. 

This package must include 
a cut in the capital gains tax 
from 28 percent to 20 per. 
cent, which would actually 
increase Treasury revenues, 
and something approaching 
10-5-3. amortization and 
depreciation allowances for 
business to stimulate capital 
productivity-increasing 
investment 

Equally important is the 
need to limit federal spen- 
ding and work toward a 
balanced federal budget 
Efforts to reach these goals 
failed in the last Congress. 

The Budget Committee 
should give serious con- 
sideration to the estimated 
$6.3 bilion in budget expense 
reduction I favored and sent 
to it nine months ago. We 
simply must do a better job 
in. this Congressional 
Session. 

The need to reduce the size 
and scope of government 
dictates a close scrutiny of

Medicine is more than a 
collection of scientific 

techniques, experts, and 
equipment. It is a cultural

Other private medical 
institutions include home 
health agencies, clinical 
laboratories, kidney dialysis 
centers, physical therapy 
practices, and blood banks 
And there are a host of 
voluntary health agencies. 

THE HEALTH CARE 
INDUSTRY 

The evolution of American 
medical care aS a com- 
bination of high technology, 
private practitioners, and 
independent organizations 
has created a mosaic of 
health services 

In terms of ¢ and 
personnel, medicine has 
become a’ major, complex 
“industry.’? A’ million per- 
sons worked in health ser- 
vices in 1929; there are now 
seven million: an army of 
professionals, support staff, 
and technicians. 

Hospital budgets alone 
rose from $2 billion in 1946 to 
$71 billion in 1978. And in the 
last decade, hospitals have 
added more than a million 
people to their payrolls. 

‘Private health insurance 
céverage, through non-profit 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
plans and through com- 
mercial insurance com- 
panies, grew rapidly from 
the 1950s. 

Today, well over, 80 per- 
cent of the population has 
some kind of private in- 
surance coverage, although 
typically it covers only part 
of an individual's medical 
bills. 

Most Americans buy their 
insurance through group 
contracts negotiated with 
their employers 

The availability of in- 
surance has both increased 
the effective demand for 
health services (and thus the 
costs of care), arid shored up 
the traditions of private 
institutions and prac- 
titioners

The fee-for-service system 
has undoubtedly encouraged 
the idea that physicians and 
hospitals have something 
tangible to sell from a 
prescription to an operation. 

American medicine is 
more like a commodity to be 
bought in the marketplace 
than a_ social service 
guaranteed by government, 
as is more typical in 
European countries 

Americans, for instance, 
have long been enthusiastic 
drug takers, and they un- 
dergo twice as much surgery 
as patients in Britain. 

When expectations are not 
fulfilled, the American 
patient is much more likely 
to sue the physician or the 
hospital than is his European 
counterpart 

Such’ attitudes are not 
new; indeed, complaints 
about Americans’ in- 
dulgence in malpractice 
suits can be found in the 
medical literature of the 
1870s. 

The financing of medical 
care, as it has developed in 
the last forty years, has 
focused on the purchase of 
medical care rather than on 
the provision of com- 
prehensive services, en- 
shrining the position of the 
patient as a consumer in a 
pluralistic, | competitive 
industry. 

Even Medicare, a federal 
program of medical 
payment for the eldely, 
covers expensive hospital 
procedures, but not dental 
services, eyeglasses, or 
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hearing aids. 

By paying for medica] bills 
incurred with private 
physicians and in private 
hospitals, nursing homes, 
and other facilities, 
Medicare leaves relatively 
undistributed the traditional 
patterns of medical 
organization. 

GOVERNMENT: 
VENTION. 

But if the assumptions of 
medicine in the. United 
States have been toward 
pluralism and private en- 
terprise, the rapid rate of 
growth of. the health care 
industry since World War II 
made government _in- 
tervention inevitable. 

Federal programs for the 
sponsorship of biomedical 
research and_ hospital 
construction were followed, 
in the days of the New 
Frontier and Great Society 
in ‘the 1960s, by a host of 
government programs 
subsidy of medical 
education, neighborhood 
health centers, hospital 
construction, programs for 
needy groups, as well as 
Medicare and Medicaid. 

Government financing of 
medical care grew from less 
than $10 billion in 1965 to 
almost $50 billion ten years 
later. 

With increased subsidy 
has come increased 
regulation: planning 
agencies, medical audit 

tems, federal and state 
inancial audit, and in- 
spections of facilities, 
programs and procedures 

Paradoxicall while the 
United States continues to 
have a largely private en 
terprise medical care 
system, most physicians and 
health care institutions are 
now more highly regulated 
than in countries such as 
Britain, which have 
government-run health care 
systems. 

At the same time, the 
scientific emphasis of 
American medical education 
for much of this century has 
focused on identifying and 
understanding disease, with 
little intellectual interest in 
common complaints or 
preventive medicine. 

While the economics of 
American medicine have 
made this. country rich in 
medical resource: and the 
scientific emphasis of 
Ameri medicine has 

a leader in 
nd. technology 
questions remain 
as to how well the full range 
of medical capability is 
actually extended to the 
whole population. 

It remains to be seen 
whether a commitment to 
scientific and technological 
excellence can be translated 
in the future into equitable 
service for all Americans — 
and whether a_ pluralistic 
medical system, imbued 
with the ideology of private 
enterprise, can adjust to 
government intervention

New services, facilities at county sheriff department 


Madison County residents have not had 
much to cheer about regarding their 
sheriff department for a number of years, 
but that has begun to change, thanks in 
large part to the leadership of Emil Tof 
fant. 

Elected as sheriff in 1978 after long 
service in high positions in the Illinois 
State Police, Toffant began putting his 
imprint on the department almost im- 
mediately, and there have been continuing 
changes. He said at Tuesday’s Granite 
City Rotary luncheon that he now regards 
the sheriff department as the best in 
Southern Illinois. 

The occasion for his talk was a 
demonstration’ of the canine department 
that he established. Jack Rogers appeared 
with Thor and Russ Gentry with Damian, 
and Sheriff Toffant said a third deputy and 
‘third German shepherd dog will begin 
their training in March. He hopes to have 
the canine staff up to four by mid-1982. 

Thor is adept at detecting the odors of 
marijuana and heroin and is one of the best 
at crowd control ever trained in this 
metropolitan area, the sheriff believes 
Damian is considered unusually bright in 
responding to signals and .voice com- 
mands. 

There was no ‘canine corps’ at the 
sheriff office before Toffant undertook the 
responsibilities of the position. He acted to 
create one because of his view that a 
county of a quarter-million population has 
a “great need” for use of dogs to augment 
the skills of its law enforcement officers. 
St. Louis police were credited with 
valuable help in instituting the program, 

Anew service being launched is a dental 
laboratory within the ultra-modern 
Madison County jail. When such a 
laboratory had to be transferred from 
Indianapolis, federal approval ob: 
tained to locate it here, the service club 
was told. 

Dental work for prisoners will be 
provided at the jail, resulting in a sub- 
stantial improvement in security and a big 
saving in tax dollars, Sheriff Toffant said 
He is coopérating with the School of Dental 
Medicine of Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville in making the jail dental 
center a reality. 

Although the cost of outright purchase of 
all needed library materials would have 
been prohibitive, a library is being set up 
within the jail aided by lawyers’ gifts of 
legal volumes. 

There has een growing national em 
phasis on providing access to law libraries 
for inmates, Toffant noted. In fact, a 
former Madison County jail prisoner now 


Risk management — chance 


Guest comment by Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan and Regional Planning 
Commission—Have your government's 
insurance premiums become the cham- 
pions of runaway inflation? 

Have damage suits or claims remained 
consistently low while insurance costs 
continue to rise? If the answer to these two 
questions is yes, your government is not 
alone. Local governments throughout 
Illinois and across the nation are ex- 
periencing similar difficulties 

Mounting costs associated with 
protecting a local government's assets and 
resources are consuming greater portions 
of local tax dollars. 

This is easily demonstrated by adding 
the costs of all insurance policies for 
general liability, medical, fire, vandalism, 
worker compensation, auto, public of- 
ficials’ liability, unemployment insurance, 
etc., and related expenses such as legal 
fees, lost productivity due to injuries, 
bofds, damage suits and a multitude of 
others. 

As these costs continue to rise, a fresh 
analysis of the problem becomes a 
necessity for financially strapped 
governments, 

Risk management is more than in- 
surance buying. Insurance buying is a 
principal tool local governments use to 
protect against devastating human and 
financial loss. But to rely solely on in- 
Surance may no longer be an affordable 
approach to loss protection. 

“At one time, local governments in 
Illinois had a great deal of immunity from 
torts. Torts are the actions or inactions of 
officials and employees from which suits 
cah be brought 

In recent times, these immunities have 
been challenged and subsequently eroded 
by the courts. Thus, a leading contributing 
factor to higher costs has been this erosion 
of traditional tort immunities which has 
expanded goyernmental and employee 
exposure to specific claims. 

Snes 

The subject of risk management is new 
to many. It is a term attached to that 
portion of management's responsibilities 
dealing with protecting assets and 
resources against possible loss. 

A liability can be described as an ever- 
present ‘“‘state of being liable” to a peril 
force or event which confronts persons 
and-or property. The presence of a liability 
implies exposure to a peril, force or event 
capable of causing or contributing to a 
loss. 

The existence of a liability generates a 
risk for local governments. The risk factor 
is present because one is just not sure 
whether the liability will materialize into a

In many ways, the county is striving to 
make the level of its jail equipment and 
services equal to the facilities and 
procedures of a well-run prison.

Among the features of the jail structure 
in Edwardsville, the county seat, is a 
miniature hospital, Sheriff Toffant pointed 
out in his talk 

Along with the extensive duties related 
to operation of the jail, his department also 
is responsible for enforcing laws and 
preventing and solving a wide variety ‘of 
crimes. 

He voiced considerable pride Tuesday in 
announcing a “first” for the sheriff 
department—selection of a Madison 
County deputy by Director Webster to 
attend the deral Bureau of 
Investigations’ national academy in 
Quantico, Va 

‘The challenge of fighting crime in such a 
large territory as this county remains a 
difficult task, in the sheriff's opinion, but it 
has been made easier by increasing the 
visibility and mobility of motorized units, 
he is convinced. 

Each deputy is assigned a patrol car 24 
hours a day-—a vehicle in which the in 
dividual can take personal pride, making 
sure that its appearance is good and that it 
is in top operating condition 

From the first moment that a deputy 
leaves his home, -he is on duty and func 
tioning in his role, aided by the radio 
equipped auto, Toffant explained. Under 
other procedures, an officer would not be 
fully available until he had reached the 
headquarters and checked out a patrol 
car, often one with which he was not 
familiar 

Lost time has been reduced. And records 
show that vehicular operating costs have 
been reduced, the gathering was told 

The dive of improvements since

Local officials and administratots are 
constantly bombarded with a growing 
number of risk-related responsibilities 
The courts, legislature and citizens 
placed added demands on local gov 
ment 

Drinking water, dismissed employees, 
health and working conditions, traffi 
control, civil rights and pollution are 
examples of these new and important 
duties. Adequate guarantees that these 
responsibilities will be met are best af- 
forded through aggressive application of 
risk management techniques. 

Risk management involves the iden: 
tification of an organization's risks and the 
use of one or several methods to evaluate, 
control and administer them 

Although governmental risk 
management is a recent phenomenon, the 
practice has been recognized in the private 
sector for many years. The single most 
common technique is both sectors was and 
is the purchase of insurance. As a result, a 
sizable part of the process is constant re- 
examination of insurance needs. 

In addition to commercial insurance, 
such management may include (1) 
enlarging deductibles, (2) pooling risks, 
(3) self-retention of risks, (4) safety 
programs, (5) loss prevention, (6) con- 
tract review and (7) training of em- 
ployees. Local units of government have 
begun to investigate and employ several of 
these tactics as well as others.

The potential dollar savings are well 
documented. In Caseyville Township, a 
study was made of safety and loss reports, 
insurance bid specifications and bid let- 
ting. 

Total yearly cost of premiums was 
reduced $9,803, from $32,180 to $22,377. Two 
critical areas lacking coverage were 
covered (public officials’ liability and 
errors and omissions), and the number of 
insurance policies was reduced from 12 to 
four. 

It was found that some methods of 
placing insurance resulted in commissions 
being paid to agents who had done little or 
nothing to earn them in. regard to 
marketing, claims handling and loss 
prevention 

It was recommended that safety in- 
spections be made annually of work areas, 
highways, bridges and township utilities, 
and that all property and casualty in- 
surance be bid competitiyely, with 
renewals for up to two additional three- 
year terms negotiated.

Percy enters 
new phase

SPRINGFIELD The 
many-faceted political ca- 
reer of U. Sen. Charles 
Percy has clearly entered a 
new phase. 

A change of administra- 
tion in Washington, a shift in 
the control of the Senate and 
the workings of the congres- 
sional seniority system has 
vaulted him into a position 
of great importance in the 
conduct of American foreign 
policy. 

As the new chairman of 
the powerful Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, Percy 
will have more influence on 
foreign policy than any other 
Illinoisan since Everett 
Dirksen was minority leader 
of the Senate and Adlai Ste- 
venson was ambassador to 
the United Nations. 

That Percy looks forward 
to his new role with great 
enthusiasm was obvious dur- 
ing a recent visit to Spring- 
field. He was in town to 
meet with Gov. James 
Thompson and other top Re- 
publicans on federal patron- 
age matters, to talk with 
Jewish groups about the lat- 
est uproad concerning Israel 
and to brief newspaper edi- 
torial people on his widely 
publicized recent trip to 
Moscow. 

It was Percy at his best 
Robustly healthy and dis- 
playing an energy and vigor 
that would be envied by 
many far less than his 61 
years, he dealt with a varie- 
ty of issues. with firmne: 
clarity and conciseness. 

Among other things of sig- 
nificance he made it clear he 
is not going to give up his 
procedure for the non-parti- 
san selection of federal judg- 
es in favor of a political 
method sought by some IIli- 
nois Reagan backers.

It is 
an experience anyone would 
relish and Pe certainly 
enjoyed it to the utmost. His 
off-the-cuff portrayal of Bre- 
zhnev is a classic of sorts, 
the Soviet Mr. Big coming 
off as a symbolic gruff Rus- 
sian bear, but not without a 
sense of humor. 

Interestingly, although 
there has been frequent 
speculation that the 74-year- 
old Brezhnev is seriously ill, 
Perey who last saw him 
seven years ago, was. im- 
pressed by his apparent good 
health and well-being. He is 
inclined to think that the 
Reagan administration will 
with dealing with Brezhnev 
over the next four years. 

Although savoring the ex- 
citement of the heady world 
of ‘international diplomacy, 
Percy seems well aware 
that his new role could me: 

a renewal and a p 
deepening of some past 
problems back home in IIli- 
nois. He almost lost the last 
election because of criticism 
that he was too enamored 
with the big picture and was 
neglecting matters in his 
home state. 

Percy does not have to run 
again until 1984. But four 
years can go by in a hurry 
and Percy, proud of his ex- 
cellent health, has every~in- 
tention of prolonging his sen- 
atorial career into the indef- 
inite future. He also is aware 
that chairmen of the Foreign 
Relations Committee have a 
special vulnerability to de- 
feat at the polls.

To the Editor: 

Virtually everyone agrees 
that for the new ad 
ministration to succeed it 
must fashion policies that 
can win approval in 
Congress and then turn our 
economy around. 

What is less commonly 
understood is  that.. our 
current methods of 
measuring and reporting 
economic conditions are 
inadequate and in need of 
revision. 

To put it bluntly, 
monthly _ statistics 
receive such attention 
often so misleading 
actually contribute to 
very problems they 
supposed to monitor. 

A statistician, it has been 
said, is one who collects data 
and draws __ confusion. 
Admittedly, this charac- 
terization is often unfair. 

Nevertheless, when 
relevant, it only increases 
the potential for trouble that 
results whenever politicians 
try to use statistics as drunks 
us light posts — for support 
rather than illumination. 

Nowhere is this more true 
than in the monthly reports 
on unemployment and 
consumer prices. 

There are several 
problems with the Consumer 
Price Index (CPI) that 
distort the picture of the rate 
of inflation. 

First, the housing com- 
ponent of the index is 
determined by including the 
full purchase price of new 
homes and the total costs of 
new mortgages for that 
small percentage _ of 
American homeowners who 
move each year. 

As a result, rapid fluc- 
tuations in interest rates and 
home purchase costs distort 
the CPI 

Thus, when the costs of 
new homes and mortgages 
are rising faster than other 
prices, as has been the case, 
the CPI has an upward bias. 
In periods of deflation, the 
opposite is true.

Another problem: By 
concentrating on the many 
abrupt, monthly changes in 
the CPI, we are sometimes 
led to believe inflation has 
begun to’ abate. 

Yet, however it is 
measured, the underlying 
rate of inflation has  in- 
cteased steadily in recent 
years and will probably 
continue to increase in 1981; 

Also, thanks in part to all 
the attention devoted to 
these monthly reports, the 
media contribute to the 
misimpression that inflation 
is actually caused by 
changes in prices. 

In reality, the opposite is 
true — prices are the 

ymptoms of inflation, which 

sentially results from the 
supply of money outpacing 
increases in the production 
of goods and services. 

Finally, the way in which 
the CPI is used can 
exacerbate inflation, 
because many government 
spending programs are tied 
ta the index. 

As it increases, it 
automatically triggers 
higher and higher spending. 

What’s more, the bulk of 
federal programs are in- 
dexed at the rate of 100 
percent of CPI changes, and 
six federal civilian and 
military programs are now 
adjusted semi-annually as 
well. 

It’s worth noting that, on 
the average, private sector 
pensions rarely compensate 
for inflation at all, while 
industry cost-of-living 
clauses only compensate for 
about 57 percnet of the rise in 
the CPI. Social Security, of 
course, is indexed to the CPI 

As for the monthly report 
on unemployment, these 
statistics are also distorted 
ahd misleading, and can 
have a pernicious impact on 
government policy. 

The figures are derived 
from a sample of households 
that approximate just one- 
tenth of one percent of the 
total

Method to fight 
plaque, tooth loss

More and more emphasis 
is being put on the im- 
portance of personal 
responsibility for health 
care. 

Many health problems can 
frequently be controlled by 
the individual. One such 
problem is periodontitis, a 
disease affecting the gums 

Periodontitis is most often 
caused by thin bacterial 
deposits, called plaque, on 
the teeth 

If this, plaque is allowed to 
remain on the teeth and build 
up, it will eventually cause 
inflamaiton of the gums, 
with redness, swelling and 
bleeding. 

As it progresses, bone and 
ligaments supporting the 
teeth are gradually 
destroyed and the teeth 
loosen, or “drift.” 

Inits most advanced form, 
the disease causes loss of 
teeth and is, in fact, the 
prime reason for tooth loss 
after age 35. 

‘The care you take of your 
teeth now may well prevent 
periodontitis. And by 
preventing this disease, you 
improve your chances of 
avoiding the use of dentures 
later in life. 

Plaque is colorless, so it is 
necessary to use a 
“disclosing” tablet or liquid 
to show you clearly where 
the plaque on your teeth is 
located. Disclosing tablets or 
liquids are non-prescription, 
temporary dyes sold at 
drugstores 

Plaque must be removed 
daily. Fortunately, it is a 
simple process 

You will need an end- 
roundéd, soft-bristled brush, 
plus dental floss and a small 
dentist's mirror. 

Carefully brush your teeth, 
both up and down and back 
and forth, preferably before 
bedtime. 

Chew a tablet or swish a 
solution around in your 
mouth. Spit it out. Examine 
your teeth in a well-lighted 
area, 

The bright-red color you 
see on your teeth is the 
plaque you missed and must 
now remove by flossing and 
brushing. 

Flossing between your 
teeth will clean those areas 
where your toothbrush 
cannot reach, 

Flossing is a skill that can 
be developed with a few 
days’ practice. One 

technique ig to break off 


about 18 inches of floss and 
wind most of it around one of 
your middle fingers. Wind 
the rest around the middle 
finger of your other had 

Use your thumbs and 
forefingers, with an inch of 
floss between them, to guide 
the floss between your teeth. 

Use a gentle sawing 
motion. Never ‘“‘snap’’ the 
floss into the gums. 

When you have finished 
flossing all your teeth, brush 
again, and rinse your mouth 
vigorously with water 

When you have mastered 
the technique for’removing 
plaque, teach-your children 
If you have young children, 
start flossing their teeth 
when they are about two 
years old. 

If you have any problems 
in developing this skill ex- 
pertly enough to clean your 
teeth in a few minutes each 
day, the state health 
department advises you to 
contact your dentist. If you

The two senior action 
centers operated through the 
Office of Lieutenant 
Governor have received a 
number of inquiries about 
“Medicare supplement 
insurance policies,”’ also 
known as ‘“Medi-Gap" in- 
surance. This article an 
swers some of those 
questions 

Q What is a 
supplement 
policy? 

A. It is an optional in- 
surance policy, sold only by 
private insurance com- 
panies, designed to pay some 
of the expenses not covered 
by the Medicare program 

Q. I thought Medicare 
supplement policies were 
government Sponsored. Isn't 
that true? 

A, No. These policies 
aren’t sold or serviced by the 
State of Illinois or the federal 
government. Agents who 
claim to be from a govern- 
mental agency should be 
reported to the State 
Department of Insurance. 

Q. I am 64 and will retire 
soon. How can I tell if I will 
need an insurance policy to 
supplement my Medicare? 

A. If you are covered by a 
group insurance plan, find 
out before you retire if this 
coverage can be continued or 
converted to Medicare 
suplement insurance. 

Group insurance is 
sometimes less expensive 
and often provides more 
coverage than insurance 
purchased by an individual 

If you have Medicare but 
no other insurance, uu have 
two choices. You, can rely on 
Medicare for some costs and 
pay uncovered costs your- 
self, or you can purchase a 
Medicare supplement policy 
to pay some of the hospital 
and medical costs not 
covered by Medicare. 

You have to decide for 
yourself which route to go,

based on the state of your 
health and your ability to 
pay the premiums 

Q. Will a supplemental 
policy cover all expenses not 
picked up by my Medicare? 

A. No. Just as Medicz 
does not pay for all me 
expenses, so too do sup- 
plemental policies exclude 
some expenses 

According to the State 
Department of Insurance, 
some items often excluded 
from Medicare supplement 
policies are: private duty 
nursing, routine checkups, 
eyeglasses, hearing aids, 
dental work, cosmetic 
surgery, custodial care in 
nursing homes, psychiatric 
care and self-administered 
drugs.

According to Willard. M 
Hutchins, creator of the

With the openings of 
Marion Federal Penitentiary 
and Vienna Correctional 
Center in 19 and 1966, SIUC 
introduced identical 
programs in both  in- 
stitutions. However, Vienna 
had open enrollment, wich 
allowed people other than 
residents to take classes 
Women also were enrolled in 
classes at Vienna 

After 1970, two 
changes occtirred

First, an Illinois law

Await hearing 
on air quality 


Citizens and community 
leaders in Madison, St. Clair 
and Monroe counties will 
have a chance in March to 
register their feelings with 
Gov. James Thompson on 
proposed changes in air 
quality designations for 
parts of the three-county 
area 

Thompson will decide in 
May whether or not to ease 
air quality regulations for a 
number of, metro area 
communities by recom- 
mending changes in the PSD 
(Prevention of Significant 
Deterioration) classification 
that could open the door for 
more industrial development 
in eastern areas of those 
counties. 

The governor will be ac- 
ting ona report just made to 
the Hlinois Environmental 
Protection Agency by a team 
of university researchers 

The report, prepared by 
SIU at Carbondale 
geographer David D. Arey, 
economist Shawna P 
Grosskopf and 
mathematician James A. 
Crenshaw, identifies a 
number of communities 
eligible under federal Clean 
Air Act guidelines for 
reclassification that would 
soften sulfur dioxide 
emissions regulations. 

Among the communities 
that could be affected are 
Collinsville, Troy, Maryville, 
St. Jacob and others in the 
eastern half of Madison 
County; Dupo, Cahokia, 
Centreville and all com- 
munities east ‘of Fairview 
Heights in St.’ Clair County; 
and all areas of Monroe 
County. 

Communities that could 
not be considered for 
redesignation from Class IL 
to Class III areas include 
East St. Louis, Sauget, 
Alorton, National City, 
Fairmont City, Washington 
Park and Brooklyn in St.

A proposal to designate 
areas of most city blocks as 
loading zones for busin S 
which are not served by 
alleys for truck loading and 
unloading appears to haye 
hit a fatal snag, it became 
clear at Tuesday night’s 
Granite City Council 
meeting. ' 

City Attorney John Papa 
gave the council a_ legal 
opinion that it would be 
unlawful to provide loading 
zones only in front of certain 
businesses. ‘Chances are 
someone would challenge it 
in court as special treatment 
for certain buildings,” Papa 
said. 

He said the only legal way 
to provide loading zones 
would be to designate the 
identical spots in each 
downtown block as loading 
zones, and some blocks do 
not need loading zones. 

Alderman Roy Poulos of

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High school, jr. high costs studied

Will the Granite City Board of 
Education once again “‘bite the bullet’ 
and shut down school buildings as an 
economy measure? 

Increasing numbers of taxpayers are 
concluding that the board may do just 
that, despite the unpopularity of any 
change in the status quo. And many 
think that a bold move, rather than a 
hesitant step, might be the best way to 
proceed 

High school and junior high school 
programs may be altered, board 
members have said 

When the idea of closing an 
elementary school or two first 
raised in the late 1970s, there was a 
somewhat tentative approach 
Separate hearings were conducted for 
all neighborhoods that would have peen 
affected, and the: largely negative 
sentiment among those attending was 
translated into inaction 

Later, the board scheduled a single 
hearing on closing Washington, 
McKinley and Stallings schools 
Citizens objected to the plan, but it was 
implemented a year and a half ago 
trimming overall operation and 
maintenance costs, and slowing but nc 
reversing School District Nin 
growing financial imbalance 

Voters on Oct. 25, 1980, rejected by a 
nearly 2-1 margin a $2,900,000 bond 
issue and a 10-cent increase -in the 
building fund tax rate. The, proposals 
were intended to finance renovation of 
existing schools and increased 
preventive maintenance work 

A comprehensive study completed by 
school administrators Jan, 13 found 
that essential structural improvements 
and equipment will total $3,445,700 
during the next five years, not allowing 
for inflation 

Even without any of this being done, 
building fund tax borrowing is headed 
for second-year anticipation warrants 
by 1985, the study noted. 

Ten possible actions, including 
closing of facilities, were outlined and 
currently are being studied by ad 
ministrators and board members 
Some action could be necessary soon, 
since faculty members who would lose 
their jobs must be notified by April 

No cost-cutting is ever.easy, school 
officials have found 

In reducing the number of teachers in 
recent years, the board felt it had to 
terminate thosé with the shortest 
employment. The result was loss of 
some of ‘the best and brightest” along 
with those less highly rated. The 
average faculty age was increased 
sharply 

Many of those honorably discharged 
were on grade school staffs; in 
creasingly, secondary-leyel teachers 
are likely to be targeted. 

With dollars and students scarce, 
there has been a cutback in the 
curriculum offered to young people 
But the board and administrators found 
that what they felt were relatively 
minor curriculum consolidations drew 
a sharp protest from high school 
teachers and students at the Jan. 20 
board meeting

It'was disclosed Thursday that the

moving to make drastic school 
cafeteria changes, even though 
families may wind up paying more or 
getting less food 

Swift action also is being taken to 
carry Out “quick payback’’ projects. 
such as converting more school fur 
naces to other fuels to reduce heating 
costs: 

What changes in school services or 
procedures would have the most impact 
in reducing expenses ‘or balancing 
income and outgo? Which options would 
be mainly cosmetic in nature? 

Some of the partial remedies 
discussed last month would have only 
minimal effect because they involve 
fund transfers—‘robbing Peter to pay 
Paul,” as it was described during a 
board discussion 

One alternative could produce many 
school dollars: “When there are 
insufficient funds in the operations, 
building and maintenance fund, the 
board may borrow -(without voters’ 
approval) by issuing bonds maturing 
within 20 years for fire preyention and 
life safety work.” 

Of the $3,445,700 projected building 
renovations on the district's wish list 
$1,209,000 in 1981, 500 in 1982, 
$644,200 in 1983, $489,500 in 1984 and 
$373,500 in 1985—more than three- 
fourths could be defined as fire 
prevention or life safety tasks, ad 
ministrators believe 

‘They list a total of $2,746,400 in this 
category, including $1,032,500 said to be 
essential this year, $520,000 next year 
$505,400 in 1983, $348,500 the following 
year and $340,000 in 1985 

But many consider it doubtful that 
the district would resort to a bond issue 
that would be similar to the bond 
proposal which residents have 
collectively said they oppose. 

Superintendent Bob J. Davis told the 
board Jan. 13 that ‘the closing of ad- 
ditional facilities would reduce costs. 
At ‘the present time, however, our 
classroom-to-pupil ratio is not out of 
alignment.” 

Despite the brief nature of his 
reference to closings, board members 
“picked up the ball and ran with it,”” 
asking for a detailed look into whether 
further building shutdowns are 
feasible. 

Liberty School no longer exists as a 
pupil attendance center. Neither does 
Central Junior High. Or McKinley, or 
Washington, or Stallings. Whether 
more will be added to the list is 
unknown, but several structures have 
reached an age where some thought 
must be given to phasing them 
out. Any bond issue in effect would be 
an effort to balance the budget by in 
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creasing income 
costs 

If the other route 
followed—slashing 
raising income—laymen think it might 
involve one or more of the following 

Shutting down Granite City High 
School North; all high school students 
would be served at Granite City High 
School South, along with partial use of 
Coolidge Junior High School (located on 
the South campus) by high 
students 

Closing the junior high 
schools—Coolidge, Grigsby or Prather. 

Converting North High into a junior 
high school center, it was designe 
two adjacent schools, a junior high and 
an elementary school, with the plans 
later modified when it was decided to 
establish a second high school 

If North became a junior high, an 
option might be closing one or two of the 
existing junior high schools 

Converting one of the present 
junior highs into an elementary school 
center, enabling one, two or three grade 
schools to be shut down. 

Closing down one or two grade 
schools while keeping the high schools 
and junior highs open 

Drastically altering the way junior 
high schools and high 
operated, including creating 
district-wide varsity teams rather than 
the present dual teams 

As noted, these 
Some or:all might not work 

It is known there is a continuing 
downtrend in the projected secondary 
level enrollment. Elementary pupi 
also have been drifting away, but some 
stabilization may occur in the number 
of grade school children during the 
early 1980s. 

It is easy for laymen to speculate 
about building shutdowns, but only the 
school people—with detailed, year-to 
year neighborhood population and 
Student estimates—can know with 
much certainty which, if any, closings 
would be feasible 

If there are closings, attendance 
boundaries of various schools would 
have to be altered, a step sure to lead to 
howls of protest from many families 
How traumatic ‘a-change can be or 
dered without the public rising up in 
unresolyable anger? 

How badly do taxpayers and voters 
want the kind of school system they now 
have? They cannot have it all, unless 
they are willing to pay for it 

Creation of a second high school in 
September 1973 was praised as opening 
wider opportunities for students to 
participate and mature and excel and 
lead, Is that concept no longer popular 
or affordable? (Almost anything is 
affordable if il is sufficiently popular.) 

Growth has not been occurring at the 
expected rate. Will that continue to be 
the case, or will there be a resurgence 
of economic activity, employment and 
construction in this community? If 
growth resumes, there will be a greate 
need for school facilities and a bigger 
tax base to pay for them 

What should be done in the 
time? Educators concede they don’t 
have all the answers, but are convinced 
that many decisions have to be made 
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rather quickly, that specific remedial 
steps cannot be avoided

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Research center may uncover 
clues to many health problems 


Work in the developing 
Center for Research in the 
Biology of Periodontal 
Diseases, College of Den- 
tistry, University of Hlinois 
at the Medical. Center, 
Chicago, may lead in- 
vestigators to a better un- 
derstanding—and, _ perhaps, 
treatment—of a wide range 
of common health problems 
and life-threatenting 
diseases such as cancer, 
arthritis, psoriasis, multiple 
myeloma and heart and 
genetic diseases 

Affecting 70 to 90 percent 
of all adults, periodontal 
diseases (commonly called 
pyorrhea) is an in 
flammatory condition 
caused by bacteia that 
colonize in the tissues of the 
mouth, resulting in bone 
destruction and eventual loss 
of teeth 

Although __not life 
threatening, it is the leading 
cause of tooth loss in persons 
age 35, costing the 
country “billions of dolla 
in tr ment time away 
from the job, aggravation 
and inability to eat properly 
and nutritiously,”’ 
Donald A. Chambers, Ph.D. 
director of the center and 
professor of molecular 
biology, and biological 
chemistry 

He added that periodontal

A belleville Area College 
coordinator and instructor 
have been chosen to update 
statewide welding com- 
petition for high school 
students 

Don Koleson, coordinator 
for apprenticeship training 
and construction 
management, and Garner 
Kimbrell, welding — in- 
structor, are revising 
written and ~ practical 
welding tests for the Illinois 
Chapter of Vocational 
Industrial Clubs of America 
(VICA) 

“Tiinois has never won the 
national welding com- 
petition,” Kimbrell noted 
He and Koleson = are 
designing the test to be tough 
enough to prepare Illinois 
students for national and 
international competition. 

Kimbrell, who served as a 
judge for the state contest 
last year, said he was sur- 
prised he was asked to 
rewrite the te: ‘They said 
I was too critical a judge,” 
he recalled. 

His position as chairman 
of the American Welding 
Society’s national education 
committee led to his in- 
volvement in Illinois’ VICA. 

He is on a subcommittee of 
the national welding society 
which is establishing 
standards for welding in- 
struction 

That group is in the midst 
of a five-year program to set 
up accreditation, 
procedures, curriculum 
guidelines, instructor cer- 
tification, facility 
specifications and minimum 
standards for welding 
programs.

Our nation 
is at peace. No young Americans are at 
war anywhere around the world 

“Now is the time to forget the scars of 
Vietnam and to rededicate ourselves to 
‘the principals upon which this country 
‘was founded 

‘ask all of you to join hands and go 
into the 1980s with firm resolve to enter 
the future with great dedication and 
resolve and bear testimony that 
patriotism is still alive,"’ the mayor 
concluded. 

Capt. Robert Klass of the Granite 
City Army Installation, was the main 
epeaker ai the outdoor event, He quoted 
Daniel Webster in saying, ‘God grants 
liberty only to those who live it and are 
always ready to guard and defend it.” 

*Capt. Klass honored the released 
hostages from Iran,. saying, ‘Only a 
week ago was our nation able to con 
elude negotiations that enabled 52 or 
eur fellow countrymen to be released 
from 14 months of captivity in a strange 
and hostile land, Though we rejoice in 
their release, we must never forget the 
eight brave men who sacrificed their

lives in the April attempt to extract the 
hostages from their captors. 

“In light of past events, the question 
we ponder now is, ‘Could this country 
successfully counter a Soviet military 
thrust, no matter where it comes?’ The 
answer depends upon the state of

He quoted George Washington, 
saying, ‘If we desire peace...it must be 
known that we are at all times ready for 
war 

Capt. Klass also honored the 760,000 
full-time American soldiers stationed 
around the world and the more than 
half a million reserye members and 
guardsmen. “These people make up the 
‘total Army’full-time soldiers and the 
citizen soldiers. They serve for many 
reasons 

“Some serve for the material 
benefits. Many others serve for reasons 
and rewards that are harder to quan 
tify, such as patriotism, duty and 
honor,” the captain said. 

He called for the country to support 
its military and encouraged young men 
and women to consider serving in the 
Army for “the honor of preserving 
freedom.”

Previously, each state set 
its own income limits and no 
limit was prescribed by the 
USDA. 

Under the final rules, 
states must set a maximum 
gross income limit for a 
family of four that is no 
higher than $15,490 and no 
lower than $7,450 a year. The 
maximum income is 
determined by calculating 
195 percent of the official 
U.S. government proverty 
lihe, plus a current standard 
dediiction of $80 per month. 

The Omnibus Recon- 
ciliation Act, sed in 
December, established this 
as the maximum income 
limit for the WIC program 
The minimum income limit 
is equal to the poverty line

Every year a number of 
landowners in Madison 
County sell standing timber. 
A landowner should do four 
things before selling timber. 

The first step is to'contact 
the district forester, John 
Hicks, for help in marking 
the timber to be sold and 
make up a timber report. 
John Hicks is located in 
Carlyle. His address is Box 
149, Carlyle, Illinois 62231 
This timber report can be 
sent to prospective timber 
buyers. 

‘The second step is to ob- 
tain a copy of the Timber 
Prices Report published by 
the Illinois Cooperative Crop 
Reporting Service. Copies 
ean be obtained from the 
Extension office or the 
District Forester’s office 
‘The price sheet can serve as 
a guide on timber values 

The third step is to obtain a 
list of. timber buyers from 
the district forester or the 
Extension office. The timber 
report should be sent to 
several timber buyers for 
bids on the timber. 

The fourth step is to have a 
written timber sales 
agreement with the buyer. 
This is very important to 
avoid problems later. A copy 
of a timber sales agreement 
can be obtained from the 
district forester. 

By following these four 
steps in selling timber, you 
should insure yourself of 
receiving a fair price for 
your timber.
